pheſying , or truly to interpret the holy 
Scripture , is not given to all the faithfull, 
but to ſome only in particular: yea, he 
preſuppoſeth that one may have the gift, . 
even to work miracles, and yet may want 
the gift truly to interpret the Word of 
Cad. Therefore a man by his own priva-

Neither without ſpecial myſtery , did 
our Lord impoſe upon him this new na- 
me , the name Perer ( a Rock or Stone ) 
being one of the moſt excellent names of 
Zeſus-Chriſl , who is many times in holy 
Scripture , termed by the name ofa Rock 
or Stone, as Pſal. 117. 22. Iſai. 28. 6. 
Dan. 24. Mat. 21. 42. Rom. 9. 33. So 
that this Soveriagn , & abſolute Paſtor of 
the Church , did communicate this new 
name unto his Vicar, to repreſent the mo- 
re lively, the ſupreme authority, which 
he would give him over his flock, 
And note, that Chriſt ſaith not, I ha.
